Q.  When  will  the  ARRL  print  a  new  call 

••  ■  V'.V  ■•■  -  book? 

A.  It  looks  like  you'll  be  waiting  for  a 
long  time..  :.•;/>  ■  :  •  .  . 

Headquarters  •  stopped  printing  the 
ARRL  Amateur  Radio  Call  Directory  with  its 
1964-19Bir  issue  because  there  weren't 
enough  sales. 

Apparently,  the  lack  of  supplements, 
along  with  Amateur's  feelings  that  the 
double-year  title  meant  the  information  was 
old,  hurt  sales,  even  at  the  bargain  price  of 
$15.95  each. 

Late  in  1985,  the  price  on  Directories 
was  cut  to  $10;  I  remember  because  everyone 
clamored  for  a  copy  at  my  ARRL  Swapfest 
tables.  . 

Finally,  the  last  copies  of  the 
Directories  were  given  away  by  Headquarters 
as  incentives  to  recruit  new  A  TCs. 

But,  don't  despair,  someone  told  me 
that  the  ol*  Flying  Horse  Callbook®,  which 
now  lists  all  of  North  America,  is  available 
for  $25,  and  the  single  supplement,  issued  on 
June  1st,  is  $13  (prices  include  shipping.) 

Buckmaster  Publishing,  besides  having 
Geographical  Index  and  Name  Index  Ham 
Directories  at.  $25  each,  sells  all  three 
versions  of  its  Directories  for  $18  on 
Microfiche.

A.  The.  League-sponsored  Club 
Liability  Insurance  coverage  of  $100,000 
was  reduced  during  1985  to  $500,000  to 
keep  premium  costs  down.  Headquarters 
selects  from  many,  insurance  companies  only 
the  best  coverage  at  the  lowest  rates. 

Right  now,  there  are  ,464  ARRL 
insured  clubs;  350  of  these  clubs  have  75 
members  or  less,  80  have  between  75  and 
150  members,  and  the  rest  have  150  and 
over.  .  .1 

Good  news  for  those  clubs  that  really 
need  high  coverage;  the  Insurance  Company 
of  America  (IN A),  as  of  December  31,  1985, 
has  been  selected  to  restore  the  million 
dollar  coverage.  . 

..  Bad  news  for  clubs,,  with  no  funds:  the 
premium  estimates  are  up,  for  clubs  with  75 
members  or  less,  $264  per  year;  over  75 
members  could  be  $350  per  year  or  more 
(depending  on  geographical  location  and 
number  of  members). 

These  are  only  estimates  -  all 
presently  insured  clubs  will  get  a  letter 
outlining  the  new  coverage  and  a  new 
premium  notice. 

Overall,  the  new  coverage  has  broader 
protection  at  a  lower  premium  rate  than 
you  would  be  able  to  purchase  op  an 
individual  basis. 

Incidentally,  this  is  not  the  same 
program  as  the  ARRL  "All-Risk"  Ham  Radio 
Equipment  Program.  ,

A  copy  of  the  December,  1985,  issue  of 
Badger  State  Smoke  Signals  was  sent  to  Rep. 
"R  o bert ' K  astenm eier,  D- W is. ,  one  of  the  two 
authors  of  H.R.  3378  -  the  "Electronic  Com¬ 
munications  Privacy  Act  of  1985.  Here  is  the 
entire  text  of  his  letter  to  us  in  response  to 
the  Cellular  Telephone  item  we  carried  in 
December; 

"Thank  you  for  giving  me  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  comment  on  the  article  in  the 
December,  1985,  issue  of  "Smoke  Signals" 
regarding  H.R.  3378,  the  Electronic  Commu¬ 
nications  Privacy  Act  of  1985. 

"Unfortunately,  as  sometimes  happens 
with  a  29-page  bill  on  a  complex  subject, 
there  have  been  some  misunderstandings 
about  what  the  bill  does. 

"Much  of  the  information  in  your  article 
was  inaccurate.  You  and  your  members  will 
be  glad  to  know  that  ham  radio  communica¬ 
tions  are  entirely  exempt  from  the  proscrip¬ 
tions  of  n;a:  3378. 

"This  has  been  my  intention  from  the 
very  beginning,  in  recognition  of  the  long 
history  of  public  service  ham  operators 
provide,  particularly  during  disasters  and 
other  emergency  situations. 

"The  American  Radio  Relay  League,  the 
national  organization  representing  the  more 
than  400,000  ham  operators  licensed  and  reg¬ 
ulated  by  the  FCC,  has  worked  with  me  in 
drafting  this  legislation  and  has  gone  on 
record  as  satisfied  with  the  bill.* 

"Further,  the  bill  would  not  prohibit 
reception  of  public  police,  fire,  and  other 
public  service  channels  and  does  not  prohibit 
listening  to  any  communications  made  over  a 
System  designed  for  access  by  the  general 
public. 

"Prohibition  of  sale  or  ownership  of 
radio  listening  devices  is  not  in  the  bill. 

"In  addition,  I  intend  to  sponsor  an 
amendment  to  clarify  that  Jnadvertant  listen¬ 
ing,  even  to  private  radio  comnmunications, 
would  not  be  prohibited. 

"Some  have  suggested  that  minimal  en¬ 
cryption  be  required  before  cellular 
telephone  calls  come  within  the  protection  of 
the  bill.  The  Subcommittee  will  consider  this 
option  when  the  bill  is  marked  up. 

""H.R.  3378  is  designed  to  extend  the 
protection  of  the  Wiretap  Act  (Title  III  of 
the  Omnibus  Crime  Control  and  Safe  Streets 
Act  of  1968)  to  new  modes  of  communica¬ 
tion,  such  as  computer  transmissions  over 
telephone  lines,  data  transmissions  by  satel¬ 
lite,  as  well  as  cellular  telephones.

.statement  <_ora_erning  H ,  R .  3373  as  printed 
in  the  Congressional  Record,  as  well  as  a 
copy  of  the  bill.

I'm  happy  to  say  that;  hbo|t  the  . only  tumcijf  that's 
true  is  that  KsisttennYeier  wrote  ill-  f  As'  lhe  quota¬ 
tion  from  the  Dec.  19th  ARRL  Letter  states  in  last 
month's  BSSS,  the  bill  would  have  very  little 
effect  on  the  Amateur  service. 

The  bill  contains  a. very  specific  exemption 
for  Amatedr  radio,  as  well  as  CB,  police,  and  fire 
communications,  among  other  services. 

While  it  would  ban  any  form  of  wiretapping, 
including  the  Interception  of  telephone  company 
microwave  relay  signals,  it  would  have  absolutely 
NO  effect  on  "any  communication  which  is  transmit¬ 
ted  by  an  Amateur  Radio  station  operator..." 

I  would  say  that  the  only  ominous  provision, 
and  I  don't  mean  to  minimize  my  concern  over  it, 
is  the  provision  that  would  establish  a  $5,000 
fine  or  6-month  prison  Sentence  for  "willfully 
accessing  an  electronic  communication  oyctom..." 
other  than  those  exempted  earlier. 

The  bill  would  have  the  effect  of  prohibiting 
you  from  scanning  mobile  telephone,  cellular 
phone,  and  business  band  communications,  or  inten¬ 
tionally  listening  to  cordless  phone  and  telephone 
microwave  systems.  However,  in  my  opinion  (and  I 
am  a  TV  engineer,  not  a  lawyer),  these  provisions 
would  be  nearly  impossible  to  enforce. 

For  what  it  may  or  may  not  be  worth,  some  of 
the  other  provisions  of  H.R.  3378  would: 

>Establisb  a  $250,000  fine  (ouch!)  or  up  to  2 
year,  prison  sentence  fpr  illegal  interception  for 
commercial  advantage  or  malicious  destruction  of 
data. 

>Expand  current  telephone  privacy  regulations 
to  apply  to  other  providers  of  electronic  communi¬ 
cations,  prohibit  tampering  with  or  destruction  of 
data  (as  well  as  interception),  and  apply  to  data 
where  stored  by  a  provider  of  electronic  communi¬ 
cations.  (CompuServe',  etc.?) 

>Protiibit  the  disclosure  of  a  customers' 
service  records  by  .providers  of  electronic 
communications  to  parties  not  authorized  by  the 
customer.  ! 

>Establish  procedures  for  law  enforcement 
agencies  to  get  court  orders  permitting  them  to 
violate  provisions  of  the-  bill,  and  •  related 
existing  laws.'
